Birmingham on the Line of the Natural 
Gas Streak. 

‘BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 1.—[Special.]—Since 
the big strike of natural gas that was obtained by 
boring deep down into the earth in and near Pitts- 
burg, many persons, not only of this city, but sev- 
eral residing in Pennsylvania, have believed that 
3irmingham was near the great gas streak that is 
known toextend in asouthwesterly direction from 
western Pennsyivania through Ohio and Ken- 
tucky; but no test has ever been made in this 
vicinity. However, natural gas has been discov- 
ered, within five miles of this city, issuing from 
fissures in the rock forming the bed of Village 
creek. The discovery has just been made by Mr. 
Jobns, mining engineer of Pratt coal mines, and 
he is now conv ineed that natural gas in large 
quantities edn be readily obtained by boring 
through the coal measuies of the Warrior basin 
into the sub-carboniferous and devonian rocks 
underlying the coal. The gas, as it bubbles up 
through the water, burns ireely and is easily igni- 
ted. The Pratt coal company, on whose property 
this highly valuable fiuid has been discovered, will 
begin in a short while to bore systematically for it 
with a view of obtaining a sufficient quantity for 
tiring all their boilers and for lighting the town oi 
Coketon’.

SOME SIGNIFICANT UTTERANCES, 

The remarks of Jeff Long, at a meeting of 
colored republicans, as cbronicied by our 
Macon reporter, are worthy of note. As 4 
matter of fact, they are in some respects, the 
most notable utterances ever made by a col- 
ored republican, and we are glad of an op- 
portunity to put them on record as evidence 
that at least one influential negro is in some 
degree animated by that spirit of citizenship 
without which suffrage and civil rights are 
mere mockeries, dangerous to the ignorance 
and prejudice that weild them, and to the 
state. 

Jeff Long is known to most of our readers 
asa colored man who has persistently. and 
consistently opposed the claim set up by the

The earnings of fifty-four roads spread over 
the country from January 1, to August 31, 
show a net decrease of $169,781. In the same 
time the elevengoads included in the table 
show a net increase of $178,639. On the lifty- 
four roads the earnings of the eight months 
were $142,859,362, against $143,009,.148 a de- 
crease of about .011 per cent, compared with 
the same time in 1883. On the eleven south- 
ern roads earnings for the eight months of 
Iss4, were $21,950,230, against $21,771,591 in 
the same time for 1833, an increase of .068 
percent. Ifthe eleven southern roads were 
separated from the other forty-three 
included with them in the totals for the fifty- 
four, the difference would greater, be- 
cause the net increase on the southern roads 
helps te lessen the decrease on roads in the 
other parts of the country, The showing 
made, however, is sufficient to produce the 
impression that the south will lead the return 
of commercial prosperity. 

As the south is now the only section 
im which there is an abund- 
ance of low-priced agricultural 
lands, it is plain that within avery short 


be 
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time a great ti< 


yar the government disposed of nearly 
twenty-seyen million acres, nearly one-half 
of which was located in Dakota. Never has 
there been such a demand for government 
lands: and it is estimated that the govern- 
ment does not now hold over 5,000,000 acres 
of good agricultural lands, These remaining 
acres are located far away from markets and 
civilization. The government supply is 
practically exhausted, and the railroads do 
not propose to sell their lands at government 
prices. These undoubted facts indicate an 
early demand for our unoccupied lands; and 
when such ademand becomes strong, not 
only southern railroads, but all the southern 
‘country will “lead the return to commercial 
prosperity,’ and the boom will become so 
great and far-reaching that the entire country 
will come in for a share of its benefits, There 
was a considerable demand last year for the 
public lands inthe south, 1,050,000 acres 
were disposed of in Louisiana ;242,268 acres in 
Mississippi, acres in Alabama, 
317,181 in Arkansas, and 714,818 acres in 
Florida. These figures are alone indicative 
of whatis coming. Every acre of our unoc- 
cupied jands will be in demand within ten 
years, and when that timecomes, the dreams 
of southern prosperity will be amply fulfilled, 
and all who staid at home, will be glad they 
did not exchange familiar scenes for pastures 
new in the wild west.

The {Greatest Destroyer. 
Macon, Ga., September 27.—Editors

wrote you that he proposed to maintain ina de- 
bate that intemperance has been a greater destroyer 
than war, pestilence and famine, and asked for 
suggestions in support of that view. Will you al- 
low me to attempt an answer, 

No such statistics as would settle the question 
bave ever been collected. The onky way to decide 
it is to consult the judgement of those whose posi- 
tion as leaders of thought givesauthority to their 
opinions, and by taking certain gencral views of 
the snbject 

Mr. Gladstone, [speech in house of commons, 
March 5, 1880. | said: ‘It has been said that greater 
calamities are inflicted on mankind by intermpei- 
ance than by the three great historical scourges, 
war, pestilence and famine. This is true forus, aud 
it is the measure of our discredit and disgrace.’’ 

Buffon, the great naturalist, saya in his dis- 
course on nature, ‘‘Drink alone destroys, ruins 
more people than all the other plagyes together, 
which afflict humanity.”’ | 

The “‘Thunderer,”’ the London Times,says, ‘‘the 
use of strong drink produces more idleness, crime, 
disease, want and misery than all other causes put 
togeth. r.”’ 

{could multiply these téstimonies, especially 
from such great men as Cardinal Manning, repre 
senting Catholicism, and Canon Farrar, represent- 
ing Protestantism, but the above citations are free 
from any suspicion of religious bias.

At 10:30 
four battalious of state guards, comprising 
iwe nty-one- coinpanies, with six military 
bal ds, received senator Hawley, Governor 
Jarvis and other estate officers, judges of the 
supreme court and distinguished visitors at 
the north gate of the capitol, and took up the 
line of march to the exposition. The day is 
fair and the display was magnificent. Prompt- 
ly at 12 o’clock the opening exercises began, 
with a rendition of “America” by the mili- 
tury band, and this was followed by an 
appropriate prayer by Rev. Robert Burwell, 
Ib, D., of this city. Governor Jarvis delivered 
in address of welcome, closing by introducing 
the erator of the day, Senator James R. Haw- 
ley.
